First County Housing Project Is 
Approved After Three Year Battle 

I I 8 Unit to Be Built in Pottstown at Cost of 
$600,000; Former Narberth Burgess Was 
Once Chairman of Authority 

After r early a three year's running argument with Norris- 
fown and Pottstown real estate and building interests the 
Montgomery County Housing Authority passed its first mile- 
stone last week when a project was authorized by the Federal 
Government. 

The project is to construct a« — — — 

118-housing unit in Pottstown, the 
home of Richard F. Smale, present 
chairman of the Authority. 

Approximate cost of the project 
*ill be $600,000, a sum which was 
allocated many months ago. First 
it was earmarked for Norristown 
but when the Authority met un- 
compromising opposition from real- 
ty interests it was shifted to potts- 
town. While the fight was being 
waged in Norristown to convince 
realtors that a low -cost housing 
project would not destroy either 
their business or endanger the 
spirit of free enterprise, Frank A. 
Schrepfer, former burgess of Nar- 
berth Borough, was chairman of 
the Authority. Schrepfer died dur- 
ing the prolonged housing debate. 

In Pot tst own the pro j ec t be- 
came a football between local poli- 
ticians and real estate interests. It 
was approved, disapproved and 
finally, when the war came along 
and Pottstown payrolls jumped 
over night, the people who con- 
nived for its defeat began to 
clamor for its acceptance. 

In Pottstown the project will be 
erected on West High so. in the 
Ninth Ward. 

Smale, who has been in the 
thick of the fight for housing first 
as treasurer and then as chairman

Save 258,500 Lbs. 
Of Scrap in July 

Township Trash Collec- 
tion Also Yields 67,- 
900 Lbs. of Tin Cans 

Lower Merlon Township is con- 
tinuing to do its bit to speed pro- 
•ducUon and defeat the Axis by. the 
salvage,,, pi all possible scjc^.yjna- 
teriais which may be reclaimed and 
used in the war program. 

For the past month, from June 
29 to July 29, according to a report 
from the Township Highway De- 
partment, 258.500 pounds of valu- 
able iron, paper, glass and rags 
were taken from the regular Town- 
ship trash collections and put into 
the proper salvage disposal chan- 
nels. In addition. 67,900 pounds of 
tin cans were collected for scrap 
metals. 

The first two weeks of the month 
brought 78,100 pounds of paper ; 
44,600 pounds of glass; 16.100 pounds 
of rags and 4.700 pounds of iron; 
with 86,000 additional pounds of tin 
cans. The second two weeks. 54,600 
pounds of paper were salvaged; 
40.100 pounds of glass; 15,800 pounds 
of rags; and 4.500 pounds of iron; 
with 31500 pounds of tin cans. 

Every item of salvage is sorted 
out at the Township incinerator 
and residents who continue to dis- 
pose of their scrap through the 
regular channels are assured that 
everything of value is being saved. 

Local butchers are continuing to 
cooperate in the fat collection cam- 
paign and will buy properly strained 
fats brought to them in wide- 
mouthed metal containers.

Three Resign To Enter 
Service; Consider 
Pay Increases 

Paced with three more rosigna 
lions from men entering the armed 
services, Lower Merion Township 
took steps this week to augment its 
police department by advertising 
for more recruits. 

In contrast to a similar adver- 
tisement inserted six months ago 
the annual salary for beginners has 
been raised to $1G80. whirh, using 
this as a base, means more money 
lor men as they are advanced. 

Although it has yet to take con- 
crete shape, there is a growing feel- 
ing among township commissioners 
t)i at there will have to be a corres- 
ponding increase in the higher 
brackets of police pay. Many ol 
the men have left for better paying 
jobs in war industrial plants, and 
several of the commissioners feel 
that inducements should be in- 
creased at home. Older men who 
received a ton percent pay cut dur- 
ing the depression contend that 
even under Lower Merion's exten- 
sive plan of departmental develop- 
ment they have received only about 
five percent of it back. Meanwhile 
the industrial wage index has ex- 
ceeded what it was before the de- 
pression.

Fort Dix Jossers 
Defeat All-Stars 

Soldiers Score Five 
Runs in 8*b for 
7-4 Victory 

Waiting until the last minute to 
open fire with their heaviest gUns, 
the soldiers from Fort Dix, N. J., 
pushed over five runs in the eighth 
inning to hand the Main line 
League All -Stars a 7-4 baseball set- 
back at Manoa Tuesday night. 

Threatening weather held the at- 
tendance to approximately 1000 
fans who contributed $329.01 (net 
$233.16) toward the firmy Emer- 
gency Relief Fund. 

The game was highly entertain- 
ing all the way with Fort Dix living 
up to its reputation by playing 
sparkling, heads-up baseball. It 
was the 26th victory for the soldiers 
in 31 games. 

Until the eighth it looked as if 
the All -Stars would be the victors. 
Bob Allison. Manoa hurler who 
twirled the first three innings, and 
his successor, Bill O'Donnell, Glad- 
wyne ace, had limited the soldiers 
to two hits up to that time, each 
allowing one. And the All-Stars 
had tallied two runs in the fourth 
and single markers in the fifth and 
sixth to gain a 4-1 lead. 

However. O'Donnell suddenly lost 
his stuff in the eighth and the sol- 
diers promptly cracked out four 
straight hits to tie the score. Ray 
Presutti, slim Gladwyne hurler, was 
rushed to CDonneirs rescue with 
three runs in, one on and none out. 
He proceeded to walk the first two 
batters to face him and then third 
baseman Cieslak rammed a long 
single to center to drive in the two 
deciding runs. 

Stocton Field, a rugged right 
hander making his first start for 
Fort Dix, drove in two of his team's 
runs with two hits. He was steady 
on the mound, allowing just seven 
hits, the same number collected by 
the All-Stars. 

Jack Wallaesa, who played with 
the A*s earlier this season before 
being drafted, wowed the fans with 
several rifle throws from shortstop, 
but lie was unable to get a hit. He 
grounded out to second and twice 
flied out to right field in his three 
official trips to the plate. He walked 
his fourth time up and tallied the 
game's final run. 

The* M-Stars, handicapped on 
offense by the absence of Joey Burns 
and Buddy Walker, Narberth stars, 
had their hits well scattered. Duffy, 
of Gladwyne, accounted for the only 
extra base hit, a double in the sec- 
ond inning which scored the first 
All-Star run. 

It was the second appearance of 
the All-Stars, who previously had 
defeated the TJ. S. Marines, 14-1, in 
a game for Navy relief at Narberth. 



With the Main Line's one-sided 
political picture, a Democratic com- 
missioner on the Lower Merion 
Township governing board would 
startle the Union League in these 
days. 

But demolition ol the 66-room 
house of the late Andrew J. Cassatt 
at Haverford recently recalls a 
period in Lower Merlon's history 
when year after year the voters 
elected a Democrat as one of their 
supervisors. 

Cassatt was one of a succession 
of presidents of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company who lived in 
Lower Merion, But he made his 
Impress on the life of the com-! 
munity to a much greater degree 
than any of the other presidents. 
For 19 years, beginning back Jn 
the 1880's, when he was a vice 
president of the railroad company, 
he served as a road supervisor of 
the township, and in that capac- 
ity he was instrumental in causing 
the township to pioneer in the im- 
provement of highways.- 
• His chief recreation was dTiving. 
He delighted in good horses, and 
farther out the Mam Line, near 
Berwyn, he had a stock farm where 
there were numerous notable horses. 
But in the 1880*s only a few 
highways were conducive to the 
enjoyment of driving. So Cassatt 
became a candidate for road super-, 
visor. That was long before the 
first-class township form of govern- 
ment was instituted, and the road 
supervisors were virtually the only 
executive officials in townships. 

Lower Merlon was strongly Re- 
publican. Cassatt was a Democrat. 
Nevertheless he was elected. Many 
Republicans supported him, and his 
re-election followed regularly as 



long as he would hold office. Ahdi 
this was in spite of the fact that 
taxes had to be increased from time 
to time to make possible the maca- 
damizing of the highways. 

Of course, Cassatt's seryices were 
supervisory and advisory. Elsewhere 
road supervisors usually worked 
with their men in repairing the 
roads. 

When decisions were once made. 
Cassatt left to his associate super- 
visors the responsibility of putting 
the decisions into effect. 

For some years the other super- 
visor was Samuel Duncan. When 
commended for his good work in 
bringing about highway improve- 
ments, Cassatt remarked: "There 
reaHy was not much for me to do 
except to damn Duncan." 

Once Cassatt and Duncan were 
arrested because of the way they 
carried on their »oad improvements, 
and they had to stand trial in court 
In Norristown. 

The prosecutor was the owner of 
another great Lower Merion estate 
Percival Roberts. The large Rob- 
erts house was demolished several 
years ago. 

The case arose from the fact that 
to facilitate certain road work the 
supervisors closed a road crossing 
the Pennsylvania Railroad on a 
bridge near Bala. Nowadays it is 
the rule to close highways com- 
pletely when improvements are in 
progress. Then it was the rule to 
leave a lane open for traffic. 

As Cassatt was an official of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, suspicion 
was aroused that the closing of the 
road over the bridge was connected 
with some hocus-pokus in which the 
railroad would profit. 
The trial took place in Decero- 
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ber, 1886. Leading lawyers of the 
county bar represented the two 
sides — District Attorney John W. 
Bickel and Gilbert R. Fox and Son 
for the prosecution and Charles 
Hunsicker and Joseph Fornance for 
the supervisors. 

There was not much dispute as 
to the facts, but the lawyers spent 
many hours in arguing the legal 
details. 

The outcome was a verdict of 
acquittal. And Roberts was required 
to pay the costs. 

The supervisors had no control 
over the main highway running 
through Lower Merion. That was 
the Lancaster Turnpike, then still 
owned by a corporation which col 
lected toll from travelers and spent 
as little as possible for improve- 
ments on the road. To get around 
this obstacle, Cassatt and some of 
his friends bought a controlling In- 
terest in the stock of the company, 
and while toll was still collected 
travelers had the benefit of a much 
better road. 

Mr. Cassatt made his influence 
felt in his home community 'in nu- 
merous ways besides improving the 
roads. 

In 1884 he led a movement that 
resulted in the establishment of 
Haverford Grammar School, as a 
preparatory school for Haverford 
College. 

For some years he was president 
of the Merion Cricket Club, near 
his home, and he also was president 
of the ftadhor Hunt. 

The homestead remained in pos- 
session of the family until 1936 
when Mr. Cassatt's daughter, Mrs. 
Eliza Foster Stewart, sold Cheswold 
and the adjoining Stewart property 
for $350,000. The two tracts com- 
prised 53 acres.

'IFE in a small town court of justice may be pretty dull 
most of the time. But when there is a sensational murder trial up, the 
picture changes quickly. Overnight the small town becomes spotlighted 

in the national imagination. And during 
the time of the trial, the lives of all the 
people in the town are affected by what is 
going on in the courtroom. 

This is what happens in James Gould 
Cozzcns' new novel "The Just and The 
Unjust," which the Book-of-the-Month 
Club has made its August selection. 

To gather material for his book, the au- 
thor spent some two years in small town 
court sessions. He doesn't say what town 
it was, but it really doesn't matter because 
Cbilderstown, of which he writes, is so 
typically American that it might be in al- 
most any of our forty-eight states. 
In the current issue of the Book-of-thc-Month Club News, the noted 
critic Henry Scidel Canby has this to say about "The Just and The 
Unjust": "The author's complete knowledge of his people and his 
stethod of taking the reader behind scenes — behind all the scenes- 
makes this book one of the most interesting studies of how fine minds, 
and dull minds, and criminal minds, and just average minds, react to 
the sudden explosion of crime in our midst, and the problem of what 
justia is ^nyhotr— that I have ever read."

"The World at My Finger Tips." It's the autobiography of a man who 
is almost totally blind, and if you think blind people don't get any fun 
out of life you should read this book.

Plan +o Protect Ship- 
ping Announced by 
Rear Admiral Watson 

Harold W. Scott, 410 Baird rd.. 
Merion, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania Company for Insurance on 
Lives and Granting Annuities will 
serve as commander of a newly or- 
ganized Coast Guard Reserve to 
patrol the Philadelphia waterfront, 
it was announced this week. He 
was a Navy lieutenant in the last 
war. 

Plans for the formation of a vol- 
unteer regiment of 152 officers and 
one thousand men to guard ship- 
ping here were revealed by Rear 
Admiral A. E. Watson, commandant 
of the Fourth Naval District. En- 
listment will be open to men of all 
ages who are deferred from the 
draft. 

The men will pay their own ex- 
penses, including cost of uniforms 
and will serve usually one day a 
week. They may bo called on for 
longer periods in emergency. 

Headquarters of the organization, 
officially called the "Philadelphia 
Plan." will bo in the Packard Build- 
ing. 15th and Chestnut sts.. Phila- 
delphia. Applications may be mailed 
there. 

Idea for the new security plan 
came from , Donald Jenks, super- 
visor of port condistions for the 
Division of Railway Transportation 
of the Office of Defense Transport- 
ation. 

Although soldiers now patrol 
Delaware av. and Coast Guardsmen 
stand watch inside fences protect- 
ing piers, "this kind of protection 
alone will not stop sabotage." Jenks 
wrote to his superiors in Washing- 
ton. 

"Unless proper precautions are 
taken, this and every other port will 
awaken some day to a horrible 
tragedy which could have been pre- 
vented by proper precautionary 
measures." he stated, 

Jenks won the interest of his 
superiors and finally of Vice Ad- 
miral Russell "R. Waesche. com- 
mandant of the U. S. Coast Guard. 
A training school will be estab- 
lished within a few days.
